DrummoTxl  ;  and  being  governor  to  James,  prince  of 
Scotland,  when  his  father,  king  Robert  III.  sent  him  to 
France,  they  were  both  taken  at  sea  by  the  .Fnglish. 
.William,  who  succeeded  his  father  as  earl  of  Orkney, 
and  his  mother  as  earl  of  Nithesdale,  was  made  lord 
chancellor  of  Scotland  by  king  James  II.

The  first  of  this  name  on  reci^rd,  i'?  sir  Gauhier  de  So- 
merville,  lord  of  WhichntHir,  &c.  in  the  county  pf  Staf- 
ford, and  A.sfon-SomcrV«lf^£,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
who  came  into  England  with  vViiliani  the  Conqueror. 
He  was  ancestor  of  all  the  Sonvrrvillo-;  in  Great  briruin. 
Sir  Gaultier,  his  eldest  son,  succeeded  hi:a  in  his  Eng- 
lish estates ;  and  William,  his  second  son,  contrac;cd  a 
friendship  with  kin^;,  David  I.  of  Scotland,  v,'hen  that 
prince  was  in  lingland,  and  accompanied  h\m  into  Scot- 
land,  where  he  appears  to  have  been  a  fiequent  witness 
to  thiC  royal  grants  to  religious  hou'-es.  From  him  de- 
scended the  Somervilles  of  Scotland.  He  died  in  1  162, 
and  William  de  Somerviite,.  his  eldest  son,  disiint^uished 
himself  by  killing  a  monstrous  serjvent  which  had  ra- 
vaged the  county  of  R.oxburgh,  and  obtained  from  king 
Widiam  the  Lion,  the  barony  of  Lintoan.  He  lef:  a 
son,  William,  who  v/as  ane  ol:  the  barons  appointed  by 
Alexander  11,  at  his  marriage,  to  exercise  in  a  tourna- 
menr,  at  the  castle  of  Koxburgh.  He  left  one  riaui^hter, 
Aiarricd  to  sir  Aichibild  Campbell,  of  Lochovy  j  and  one 

o  vj  iun. 
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sen,  Nvho  succeeded  him,  which  son,  William,  wss 
kTiightcd  by  Alexander  ill.  for  his  2:allant  behaviour  at 
the  battle  of  Lnrgo,  He  r.as  sn.ccefficd  by  his  son,  sir 
Thomas,  who  was  concerned  in  the  treaty  ci  marriage 
proposed  between  queen  Margaict  and  prince  E(!ward, 
of  England,  in  I2y0;  he  joined  the  brave  sir  WiUiani 
V/allace,  in  the  defence  of  his  country.  Sir  Walter,  his 
eldest  son,  succeeded  him  in  130C,  and  joined  kin^  Ro- 
bert Bruce,  v.-honi  he,  never  forrook  in  his  greatest  dis» 
tress.  He  married  Giles,  daughter  of  sir  John  Herrin;^, 
'n-ith  vrhom  he  obiaincd  the  lands  of  Drum,  Gilmei  tor';,- 
and  Goodtrecs.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son| 
sir  James,  in  103O,  who  fell  at  the  battle  of  Durham, 
and  left  no  itsue. 

In  1 J-45  he  was  succeeded  by  his  brother  sir  Thomas, 
one  of  the  barcns  sent  to  England,  in  1354,  to  treat  about 
the  liberty  of  king  David,  He  married  the  dau:^lucr  of 
Jsmes  Douglas,  of  London  Hill  and  Caldcrclcir,  ancestor 
of  the  carh  of  Morton:  with  her  he  obtained  the  barony 
of  Carnwath,  in  Lanarkbhirc.

his  fritnds  and  relations,  dispersed  the  banditti,  slew 
the'r  Ciptain,  anil  broujhc  liis  head  to  the  king,  remind- 
ing him  to  thinh  o.-i  his  promise,  from  whence,  to  per- 
petuate t!ie  memory  of  that  brave  action,  the  king  ^.^avc 
him  for  his  crest,  a  Moor's  head  oh  ihe  point  of  a  sword, 
M'iih  the  matto,  Think  nv.

The  House  of  Lords  having  decided  as  above,  that  the 
barony  of  Zouche  is  in  abeyance  between  sir  Cecil  Hi- 
sh.opp,  bart.  and  the  three  daughters  of  the  late  Robert 
Long,  esq.  it  is  presumed,-  that  his  Majesty  will  shortly 
br  induced  to  terminate  the  abeyance,  as  in  every  similar 
instance,  during  the  pieseiu  reign,  the  grace  of  the 
crown  has  immediately  followed  tlu-  favourable  report  of 
the  1  louse  of  Lords  ;  the  case  of  the  l-arony  of  Keaumunt 
rot  forming  a  regular  exception,  as  that  turned  on  a  par- 
ticular point  of  luw.

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THE  MOST  NOBLE  ORDER  OF  THE  GARTER. 

This  Order  v.'as  instituted  by  Edward  III.  January  19> 
1044. 

The  habit  and  ensigns  of  the  Order,  are  a  surcoat, 
garter,  nidiitlc,  hood,  {rorge,  collar,  cap,  and  feathers  ; 
the  four  first  were  assigned  by  the  founder  Kdward  III. 
the  others  by  llenry  VIII.  The.  motto  en  the  garter  and 
star  is,  Moni  jioit  qui  Mal  y  pknse.  The  garter  is  of 
blue  velvet,  bordered  with  gold.  The  gorge  is  the  figure 
of  St.  George  on  horseback,  in  armour,  encountering  a 
dragon  with  a  tilting  spear;  the  whole  of  gold  enamel- 
led, and  may  be  enriched  with  jesvels,  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  possessor ;  it  is  worn  across  the  right  shoulder, 
pendant  to  a  dark  or  garter  blue  ribbon.  The  collar  is  of 
guld,  weighing  thirty  ounces  troy  weight,  and  contains 
twenty-six  garters,  enamelled  proper,  in  eacla  a  rose, 
gules,  and  as  many  knots,  enamelled  white,  to  v.'hich  is 
jH'ndant  the  gorge,  as  above.  Charles  11.  ordained  that 
the  Knights  should  always,  in  public,  wear,  embroi- 
dered on  the  left  side  of  their  coars  ur  cloaks,  the  cross 
of  St.  George,  surrounded  with  the  garter,  with  rays  of 
silver,  forming  a  star  of  eight  points. 

At  a  chapter,  held  June  3,  I7fet),  a  new  statute  was 
ordained,  that  in  future  the  Order  should  consist  of  the 
Sovereign  and  twenty-five  Knights,  exclusive  of  the  sons 
of  his  Majesty,  or  his  successors,  who  have  been  or 
shall  be  elected  Knights  of  the  same  Most  Noble  Order.

THE  MOST  ANCIENT  ORDER  OF  THE  THISTLE. 

This  Order  was  founded  by  king  James  V.  i.S40, 
revived  by  king  James  \l.  in  1687,  and  re-established 
by  queen  Anne,  December  01,  1703. — In  1714,  king 
George  I.  confirmed  the  statutes  of  queen  Anne,  and  se- 
veral others,  particularly  that  of  making  rays  of  glory 
to  surround  the  figure  of  St.  Andrew,  which  is  sus- 
pended  to  the  cellar,  and   his   majesty  v.'as   pleased    to 

,  order,  that  in  future,  chapters  of  election  shou'd  be  held 
in  the  royal  presence  ;  the  Order  to  consist  of  the  sove- 
reign and  twflve  brethren  or  knights,  making  in  the  whole 
thirteen,  and  four  officers. 

I'he  star  is  worn  on  the  left  side  of  the  coat  or  cloak, 
and  consists  of  a  St  Andrew's  cross  of  silver  embroidery,

Andrew,  with  the  cross  before,  enamelled  and  chased 
on  rays  of  gold,  the  cross  and  feet  resting  upon  a  e^iound 
of  enamelled  gieen  ;  ai\d  on  the  back,  enamelled  on  a 
green  ground,  a  thistle  gold  and  green,  the  flower 
red,  wuh  the  bcfore-menuonea  motto  round  it.  The 
Collar  consists  of  thistles  and  sprigs  of  rue  going  betwixt, 
and  at  the  middle  thereof  shall  be  bung  bttore  the  image 
of  St.  Andrew,  as  above  ;  the  whole  of  gold  enam.dlcd. 
N.  B.  There  being  no  installation  of  this  Order,  the 
Kr.ight  wears  the  collar  and  star  immediately  after  his 
invcititure.

THE  MOST   HONOURA]'>LE  MILITARY   ORDER 
OF  Ti-IE  BATH. 

This  Order  was  instituted  in  England  at  the  coronation 
of  Henry  IV.  i;339,  and  revived  by  George  I.  who  marie  it 
a  statutable  order  in  1725,  to  consist  of  the  sovereign, 
a  prince  of  the  blood  royal,  a  grand  master,  and  thirty- 
five  knights  companions  ;  but  there  have  been  lately  su- 
pernumerary or  extra  knights  appointed.

Tria  juncta  in  l'nu  ;  the  wliole  of 
pure  gold,  chased  and  pierced,  and  is  worn  by  the 
knight  elect,  pendant  from  a  red  riband  across  the  right 
shoulder.  The  collar  is  of  gold,  weighing  thirty  ounces  i^ 
troy  weight,  and  is  composed  of  nine  imperial  crowns, 
and  eight  roses,  thistles,  and  shamrocks,  issuing  froni  a 
sceptre,  enamelled  in  their  proper  colours,  tietl  or  linked 
together  with  seventeen  gold  knots,  enamelled  white, 
havirig  the  badge  of  the  Order  pendant  thereto.  The  star 
consists  of  three  imperial  crowns  of  gold,  surrounded  by 
the  motto  upon  a  circle  of  red,  with  rays  issuant  trom 
the  centre  of  silver,  forming  a  star,  and  is  embroidered 
at  the  left  side  of  the  upper  garment.  No  knight 
can  wear  cither  the  collar  or  star  before  his  installation 
without  a  letter  of  dispensation  from  the  sovereign, 
which  is  always  granted  wliea  on  foreign  service.
